Broken washing machines in the 
Parkside residence halls are causing 
some students to do their laundry off- 
campus. 

Ashley Ector, a sophomore sociology 


major, lives on campus in Parkside, but 
she does her laundry at a laundromat off 
campus. She has to pay $1.75 to wash 
one load of laundry when it only costs 
$1.50 to wash and dry a load on campus. 


Ector chooses to do her laundry off” 


campus because some washing ma- 
chines in Parkside are usually broken. 

“What the hell am I paying for to 
live on campus when the washing ma- 


. chines are broken?” Ector said. 


Other residents, like Alexia Rhoe, 
a freshman dance science major, also 
find it annoying that the same ma- 
chines keep breaking down. 

According to Elson Browne, associ- 
ate housing director, campus housing 
does not own the washers and dryers 
that the residents use. The machines 
are rented out by Wash Multifamily 
Laundry Systems. . 

“The reason why the washers keep 
breaking is because they are high- 
efficiency washers,” Browne said. 
“Students are probably not using high- 
efficiency detergent or too much of 
their own detergent, which causes the 
washers to over-sud.” 
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Some students like freshman Adam 
Brunette think that there should be an 
on-campus technician who can fix the 
machines and do routine maintenance. 

Browne said that students could 
report broken washers by filling out a 
service request at washlaundry.com. 
Students simply have to enter the bro- 
ken washer’s six-digit machine ID, the 
problem of the machine and the ma- 
chine’s location: 

Although this solution allows wash- 
ers to be fixed within 24 hours once the 
service request is submitted, there is 
nothing posted in the laundry room to 
inform students of what to do when a 
washer breaks or even how to use the 
machine correctly. 

“Some people do not know how to 
use the washers properly,” Asaro said. 
“There should be something posted to 
at least show students how to use them 
correctly.” 

Browne encourages students to use 
the website because it does take longer 
for the machines to be fixed when resi- 
dents report broken machines to the

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CSULB to launch bike share program 


The program will 
provide bikes to 
connect the dorms to 
the rest of campus.

Cal State Long Beach is preparing to 
launch a bike share program that will be 
implemented by January 2013. 

The solar-powered bike kiosk will 
connect the dorms to the rest of the 
campus by providing a better means of 
transportation. 

“You can just grab a bike by the 


residence halls and ride it across 


-campus at the end of the library and 


they are plug and play, it’s there to 
take back to the dorms,” said Elissa 
Thomas, _ sustainable transportation 
program coordinator for CSULB. 
CSULB co-wrote with the city of Long 
Beach to apply for a grant to start a bike 
share program on campus and citywide. 

CSULB is working with the city to 
make the campus more bicycle-friend- 
ly, according to Thomas. The university 
has two bike lanes, one that connects 
the Pyramid to the College of Business 
Arts and one that goes behind the Horn 
Center. 

The lack of bike lanes makes getting 
around campus on a bike difficult. In 
addition, students can get cited for rid- 
ing their bikes on non-bike paths. 

The university offers a Traffic Skills 


101 class for bicyclists that consists of 
one two-hour classroom training ses- 
sion and one three-hour on-road train- 
ing session. 

To go along with the bike share pro- 
gram, more bikes lanes will also be 
added. 

Many recent changes, like the construc- 
tion at Lot 18, are part of a 15-year bike 
master plan adopted by the university. 

Lot 14, the biggest parking lot on 
campus, will also get a large bike-pe- 
destrian pathway. 

The city of Long Beach is striving to 
become the most bicycle friendly city 
in the U.S., according to Allan Craw- 
ford, bike coordinator for Long Beach. 
Still, he said, there is room for improve- 
ment. 

“We know we are not there but it’s an 
aspiration,” Crawford said. 
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The bike share program, like this one pictured above in Washing- 
ton, D.C., will soon be available at CSULB. 
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oriented and didn’t place a Tot of focus 
on politics. 

“Tt gave me the opportunity to adopt my 
own political ideology without a whole lot 
of outside influence,” Lawson said. 

Only days after the ASI election end- 
ed, Lawson applied for the Obama for 
America internship. Soon after, he was 
accepted into the program and changed 
his voter registration status from Inde- 
pendent to Democrat. 

“I figured if 1 was working for the 
DNC (Democratic National Commit- 
tee), I should probably be a registered 
Democrat,” Lawson said. 

Lawson started getting more in- 
volved in the Obama campaign last 
year, when he took an unpaid field or- 
ganizer position. His main task was to 
recruit neighborhood team leaders who 
would work in an area with a group of 
volunteers. The campaign is the same 
program that was used in Obama’s cam- 
paign when he was elected president. 


“A lot of these people are doing it be- 
cause they feel empowered by the presi- 
dent and really just want to do anything 
they can do,” Lawson said. 

Lawson frequently worked at the 
office in Culver City where he partici- 
pated in national and state conference 
calls, a couple of which were with 
Obama and Joe Biden. He had meetings 
with the state and national campaign 
directors, went to a fundraiser in Bey- 
erly Hills where Michelle Obama spoke 
and registered voters in Nevada. 

“It may have been unpaid, but there 
were a lot of benefits, a lot of things I 
learned and people I got to meet,” Law- 
son said. 

His internship ended with about 60 
people gathered at his house to watch a 
live telecast of Obama’s birthday. 

“That was really cool, a great way to 
wrap up the program,” Lawson said. 

He currently has no specific position 
in the campaign because the 20 hours 
per week time requirement is too large 
to handle with classes and his respon- 
sibilities in ASI as vice chair of lobby 


corps. Although Lawson eventually 
wants to have a career in politics, he’s 
not quite sure what he wants‘to do. 

“T still have some schooling left,” 
Lawson said. “But honestly, I don’t 
have it all figured out. I’m just kind of 
taking each opportunity as they come.” 

Lawson has worked in ASI as assis- 
tant secretary of system-wide affairs, 
secretary of academic affairs and as an 
academic senator. 

In an:email, former ASI President 
James Ahumada described Lawson as 
“a true leader.” 

“When I think of him, I think of 
someone with great motivation, com- 
mon sense and dedication to serve the 
public,” Ahumada said. “He’s done a lot 
for the university, and I know he will 
continue to do so.” 

Despite his loss in the ASI elections 
last year, Lawson said he wasn’t dis- 
couraged about future work in politics. 

“I think Abraham Lincoln lost ev- 
ery political contest he ran in before he 
became president and so, that’s life,” 
Lawson said. 
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. live in a multicultural society,” Alex- 
ander said. 

According to the book’s website, 
“The Multicultural Challenge” fo- 
cuses on the immigrant experience, 
and the process of adjusting to new 
environments and attitudes of people 
from the host culture. 

“[The book] gives you an open 
view of how an accepting society can 
respect and value the people from the 
variety of different cultures, back- 

- grounds .and global perspectives,” 
Alexander said. 

Aall wrote the book to help explain 
the dynamics of postmodernism. Aall 
said Alexander’s experience made 
him the perfect person to contribute 
to the book, which is designed to give 
advice to students on how to live ina 
rapidly changing global society. 

“After 35- years of devotion to 
promotional knowledge and aware- 
ness in multiculturalism, I realized 


nobody could be better equipped 
than [Alexander] who already has 
the tools, skills, insights, knowledge 
to bring the attention of the student,” 
Aall said. 

In the book, Aall talks about how 
to deal with unfamiliar cultures and 
how to accommodate to change. 

“Education will solve everything 
like prejudice or poverty and teach 
us about ourselves, world, freedom _ 
and responsibility . .. overall, it will” 
prepare us to live life with awareness, 
attitude and discipline, but it’s a chal- 
lenge,” Aall said. 

Alexander and Aall anticipated the 
great potential of the book embedded 
with life lessons of how to accept the 
changing environment. 

“I wish students could develop to 
be responsible for their own advance- 
ment, be informed about their op- 
tions, have confidence that America 
is still a place where they can achieve 
everything,” Aall said. “So begin 
dreaming it and act upon it, but you 
have to be patient with yourself.” 
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NASA's James Webb Space Telescope; the massive deep 
space telescope, one of the most costly science projects in 
U.S. history and currently under construction for NASA, 
will let scientists peer to the beginnings of our universe. 
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NASA‘s Webb telescope: 
Revolutionary design, runaway costs 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — In deep, 
cold space, nearly a million miles 
from Earth, a giant telescope later this 
decade will scan for the first light to 
streak across the universe more than 
13 billion years ago. 

The spacecraft, one of the most ambi- 
tious and costly science projects in U.S. 
history, is under construction for NASA 
at Northrop Grumman -Corp.’s space 
park complex in Redondo Beach, Calif. 

The aim is to capture the oldest light, 


taking cosmologists to the time after the | 


big bang when matter had cooled just 
enough to start forming the first blazing 
stars in what had been empty darkness. 
Astronomers have long dreamed about 


peering into that provenance. 

“Tt is the actual formation of the uni- 
verse,” said Alan Dressler, the astronomer 
who chaired a committee that proposed 
the telescope more than a decade ago. 

If the James Webb Space Telescope 
works as planned, it will be vastly more 
capable than any of the dozen currently 
deployed U.S. space telescopes. But for 
all its sophistication, the project also re- 
veals a deeply ingrained dysfunction in 
the agency’s business practices, critics’ 
say. The Webb’s cost has soared to $8.8 
billion, more than four times its origi- 
nal estimate, which nearly led Congress 
to kill the program last year. ‘ 

The agency has repeatedly proposed 


such technologically difficult projects 
at bargain-basement prices, a practice 
blamed either on errors in its culture or 
a political strategy. Rep. Frank R. Wolf, a 
Virginia Republican and chairman of the 
House appropriations subcommittee that 
controls NASA’s budget, said a combina- 
tion of both problems affected the Webb. 

“There was not adequate oversight,” 
Wolf said. “And there were reports that 
the cost estimates were being cooked a 
little bit, some by the company, some by 
NASA

‘Taking part in driver education 


may vary by state and student 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — In states 
that don’t have driver education re- 
quirements, more than one in three stu- 
dents got a license without any formal 
driver ed training, a study finds. 

A representative sample of 1,770 
ninth through 11th graders from across 
the country was asked about their par- 
ticipation in driver education programs. 
Among them, 78.8 percent had taken 
part in a formal driver ed course. A 
typical class, according to the study, 
consists of 30 hours of classroom train- 
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ing and six hours of behind the wheel 
instruction with a certified instructor. 

Among students who were in a for- 
mal driver ed program, 86.7 percent of 
them had behind the wheel training. 
But in states where driver ed was not 
required, more than half had no behind 
the wheel instruction. 

In states with no driver education 
requirements, the authors said, there 
may be discrepancies in training among 
racial and ethnic groups, between gen- 
ders and among socioeconomic groups: 
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71 percent of Hispanic students in these 
states got a- license with no formal 
driver ed training. Male students, black 
students and those with lower academic 
scores also took part less frequently 
in driver ed programs compared with 
their peers who lived in states that did 
require them. 

The study was published recently in 
the journal Pediatrics.

Last weekend, the Cal State Long Beach Depart- 
ment of Dance debuted its 2012 Contemporary Dance 
Concert, featuring all undergraduate choreographers. 

While there was no central theme for 10 pieces in 
the show, most of the choreographers seemed to fa- 
vor thematic pieces with contemporary movement. 

The second piece of the evening, “Disturbing 
Refinement,” by Arielle Kalina featured dancers 
with extremely controlled movements. They moved 
precisely, as if they were robots doing ballet. Then, 
the mavement loosened up only slightly as some 
pushing and a power struggle played out between 
the two dancers. Even when they weren’t openly 
fighting, the tension was shown through one of the 
dancers who displayed a nervous hand-shaking 
tick. The struggle continued until one dancer fi- 
nally succeeded in pushing the other to the floor, 
all while keeping her movements composed and her 
face neutral. Disturbing refinement, indeed. 

“Color Me Quietly,’ by Isabel Rosenstock, was 
set to David Bowie’s “Let’s Dance.” The song is a 
bit folksy with guitar in the background and, like 
most songs, talks about love. The movement of the 
dance leaned a bit more toward Martha Graham on 
the modern dance pendulum and thus clashed with 
the music. This could have been the choreographer’s 
intention, to perhaps make an ironic statement about 
love. If that wasn’t the intention then it was just a less 
than ideal pairing of music and movement. 

“Interwoven,” by Kyle Hadenfeldt, was a lovely 
thematic piece that showed the connectedness of 
each member in a pack of wolves. The piece fea- 
tured movement based on contact improvisation, as

another with its head, which really made the piece 
feel authentic. The piece opened with two black 
wolves and later showed a pack of brown wolves. A 
fight over territory ensued between the two groups, 
but the other black wolf arrived too late to save his 
friend. The piece ended with a heartbreaking mo- 
ment as the last black wolf nudged the other with 
his head, but he didn’t get up. 

“Sour” by Ashley Dragon was a very interest- 
ing piece that symbolically used apples, perhaps 
to symbolize forbidden fruit or to show how love 
once sweet can turn sour. Green apples lined the 
stage and also hung from the ceilings. The mood 
of the piece was dark due to the black costumes, 
dark lighting and the music, which had the nature 
of a dark lullaby. The dancers added to the mood 
with their movements, which were zombie-esque 
or like that of a puppet, controlled by someone 
else. The piece also featured bursts of partner- 
dancing with salsa and tango influences. Dancers 
would lunge and grab for the apples periodically, 
but once they took a bite they would spit it out and 
hurl the apples as if they were deeply disappointed. 
The piece briefly hinted at the theme of infidelity 
or open relationships as the dancers would ‘lust- 
fully seek out new partners throughout the dance. 

The 2012 Contemporary Dance Concert showed 
a pleasing variety of themes and movement along 
the modern dance spectrum. While modern dance 
does appear to be the preferred dance form at Cal 
State Long Beach, it would be enjoyable for the 
audience if other forms were showcased as well.

LBSU’s loss to 
Creighton shouldn't 
take them out of NCAA 
at-large consideration.

Many believe that the Long Beach 
State men’s basketball team’s chances at 
an NCAA at-large berth were dead on re- 
arrival when the team was called back to 
the court to play out the 0.3 seconds re- 
maining against Creighton on Saturday.

Instead of getting caught up in all the 
hoopla surrounding LBSU’s last-second 
81-79 heartbreaking loss, and how this 
team must now win the Big West Con- 
ference tournament championship in 
order to go dancing in March, it’s better 
to take yet another look at why the 49ers 
at-large hopes shouldn’t be dismissed.

gious members of the selection com- 
mittee to forget that the 49ers traveled 
to Kansas, North Carolina, San Diego 
State, Louisville and Pittsburgh. 

Oh, and don’t forget about the Dia- 
mond Head Classic, either. LBSU trav- 
eled backward in the time zone to play in 
one of the stronger non-conference tour- 
naments. The ‘Niners defeated Auburn 
and Xavier on their way to the champi- 


onship game. The 49ers eventually lost - 


to Kansas State, who by the way, have 
beaten No. 3-ranked Missouri and No. 
13 Baylor recently. 

A reason why the selection committee 
may be weary to give The Beach an at- 
large bid is their overall “body of work.” 
One large-scale victory on a season usu- 


ally doesn’t guarantee a teams’ NCAA 


tournament fate. This may cause some 
trouble for LBSU, especially if the com- 
mittee looks down on the 49ers’ two big 
wins against Pitt and Xavier.
